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Amram's funny science less- 
scathingly bash sexism

Why are women 
such terrible driv- 
ers?

"We've all been there," she 
commiserates in her new book, 
"Science ... for Her!" "[Y]ou're 
in your cute little car, singing 
along to 'Firework' by Katy Per- 
ry, and suddenly you've mowed 



down six pedestrians and a fami- 
ly of geese. . . . Here's the thing: 
It's not your fault! Due to your 
inherently poor grasp of physics, 
there is no reason that you 
should be able to drive." 

But Amram also has the solu- 
tion: a crash course in the funda- 
mentals of science we should 
have mastered in school, but 
didn't because we were day- 
dreaming about shoes.

The influence 
of band favorite Ty Segall's lo-fi garage rock flows 
through "Psychotic Dance," while "The Desert" and 
the aforementioned "Moon Tune" draw inspiration 
from navel-gazing in nature. 

"I feel like we're all kind of genuinely amazed by 
the universe all the time," says Ford. '"Moon Tune' 
is about a time when I was camping when I was 13 
staring at the moon, just being amazed by it." 

The track best exemplifies what Grinold's talking 
about: Just as the song has lulled into a lush pas- 
toral vibe, it runs headfirst into a punk buzzsaw of 
sharp guitars and drums. As he says, it's like, fuck. 

"That's also part of the stoner punk thing, ' 
adds Levy,"lt's about getting baked and thinking 
about the universe and space and writing tunes 
that sort of try to capture that mind-blown feeling 
some way in the music." ® 
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The Budos Band had a pretty sweet 1 
first three albums. Their self-titled 200S estabhshed the 
nine-member instrumental group's A^^^W^i^Miml^ 
chops, while sequels audos // and /,; ex P ]ored Et "iop^n jazz 
and rock influences, respectively. 

But the first thing you'll notice about their latest album is 
that it is not Budos IV. Burnt Offering takes the band's sound on a 
detour into heavier, weirder psych-rc** territory. When there's a 
hooded wizard straight out of Mi<tf Ie Eartn nolding a lantern on 
the cover (drawn by drummer Brian Profilio), you should know 
what you're in for. 

"I think that for us it really represents a certain crossover and 
coexistence of these seemingly different genres, but in a similar 
geographic and musical space," says saxophonist JaredTankel on the 
phone from his Brooklyn apartment. He notes that this fusion has 
been done before, citing the influence of experimental, Black Sab- 
bath-inspired music from Nigerian and Ghanian bands in the '70s 
and the distorted guitars that found their way into Ethiopian jazz 
^composer Mulatu Astatke's work. "Certainly we've been very heavily 
informed by all those different movements. For us, it's a progression 
in subtle musical ways.We'te tTying to write moTemetodk metal 
riffs, something alyricistltifht sing oveT a rhythm track." 

Faithfully blending thetfrious sonic elementson Burnt Offering 
took some time, parti cular^wh en compared to the quick weekend- 
long recording sessions that-birthed their previous LPs.The band 
worked for two years to find the right balance. 

"It's not drastically different from the first three albums," says 
Tankel, "but the things that are different, to us at least, made a big 
enough difference in the overall sound that it was really important 
for us to focus and get to that place." 

That means bongos and hand percussion aTe toned down to give 
the drum kit a more central mle in the mix, to go along with a whole 
lot of fuzz. For Tankel, the end result is a listening experience closer 
to the level of intensity and energy of theiT live show. 

The only question is: Is this the birth of a new spin-off franchise? 
"I could see us going down the same road aesthetically with the 
cover art and the songs," says Tankel. "Maybe not being called Burnt 
Offering II but, you know, The Wizard's Spell or some shit like that."®

'Whiplash' spins tale of 
abusive music teacher

19 year-old Andrew Neyman 
(Miles Teller) got more than he 
bargained for when he entered 
the hallowed Kails of mythical 
Shaffer Conservatory. The prom- 
ising prodigy had reasonably ex- 
pected what was arguably the best 
music school in the entire coun- 
try to be the ideal place to pursue 
his dream of a career as a jazz 
drummer. 

But, from the first day of class, 
he ends up under the thumb 
of Terence Fletcher Q-K. Sim- 
mons), an impatient perfectionist 
with a twisted teaching method. 
This Machiavellian professor's 
approach involves not only be- 
littling his students, but also pit- 
ting them against one another by 
making them compete for spots 



in the school's elite performance 
band. 

In Andrew's case, he has to con- 
tend for the coveted drummer's 
chair with both an upperclassman 
(Nate Lang) and a fellow new- 
comer (Austin Stowell). Mean- 
while, he finds himself having to 
duck chairs being thrown at his 
head while simultaneously being 
called everything from a "retard" 
to a "pansy ass" to a "tonal ca- 
tastrophe" by a taskmaster who 
rationalizes the abuse on the 
tough love theory that his job is 
"to push people beyond what was 
expected of them." 

A perverse relationship evolves 
in which Andrew willingly breaks 
up with his patient girlfriend (Me- 
lissa Benoist) and surrenders any 
semblance of a social life in order 
to "Practice! Practice! Practice!"

It has been a month since Long Island, Boston's 
largest emergency shelter, was abruptly shut 
down due to bridge infrastructure issues, 
leaving hundreds without a critical and steady 
resource they had come to rely on. 

Now, as the city works to get more housing in 
place, Boston's homeless population is fighting 
back. Even more, they're fighting for theiT lives 
as the cold approaches. 

The Boston Homeless Solidarity Committee, 
which will demonstrate in front of Boston Cfty 
t Hal1 today (Wednesday, November 19), formed in 
response to the closure of Long Island. The com- 
mittee and otheT advocates for homelessness 
and addiction services were out in full force la 
week, when hundreds packed the Blackstone 
Community Center in the South End to share 
their tales of suffering and to grill city officials. 

Following a state inspection in early Octob 
the only bridge to the island where roughly 70 
people receive shelter and access to addiction J 
services was closed out of fear of a collapse. 
Weeks later, the situation remains a mess, while 1 
many in recovery are relapsing and worse. 

The Blackstone meeting was the first major 
community forum on the situation, and as 
such it drew more than 300 residents. Politk 
cians came to mug for cameras, with the wl 
administration represented by cabinet-levell 
^officials, all of whom weTe mercilessly hecklej 
fere's the Mayor?" shouts threatened to 
an introduction by Chief of Civic Engage?

Smith said that the ctty is planning to 
fast-track construction of a new shelter at 300 
^Frontage Road, near I-93 close to the South End, 
vhich would house in excess of 400 people. The 
$2.1 million plan would be completed before the 
end of winter, although most meeting attendees, 
balked at what they described as a "Sa;.u-Aid" 
on a larger systemic crisis. 

Aside from shelter, many advocates spoke 
out in support of the hundreds of people who 
had been in long-term recovery programs on the 
island, many of whom have been left looking for 
new resources to help battle their addictions. 

"I just got a call that another one of my 
formeT clients had died. That's the third call 
I've gotten since the bridge closed. I don't want 
another call," said service worker Lynnel Cox. "My 
son is in relapse right now. We cannot wait for 
you to build this building." 

In the immediate wake of the closure, the 
city designated the South End Fitness CenteT 
(SEFC) as a temporary shelter housing for about 
220 people. 

"The SEFC is a basketball court on the third 
flooT of a building," said Cleve Reas."l won't be 
there tonight because I chose to be here. This 
isn't a shelter, this is a warehouse. I think we 
deserve moTe than a warehouse because we are 
human beings."®
